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1 . The amendment filed 04/03/10 has NOT BEEN ENTERED as it proposes 
amendments to claims that do not comply with 37 CFR 1 .173(b), which sets forth the 
manner of making amendments in reissue applications. Applicant's attention is directed 
to MPEP 1453. The proposed amendment fails to show any changes. Note, ALL 
CHANGES ARE MADE VIS-A-VIS THE PATENT TO BE REISSUED. 

2. The examiner has arranged to have the specification pages of the copy of the 
originally filed patent entered as the specification of the instant applicant. As such, the 
amendments to the specification could be entered if re-filed with an amendment to the 
claims which complied with 37 CFR 1 .173(b)(2). 

3. It has come to the attention of the examiner that the reissue oath/declaration filed 
11/03/09 with this application is defective (see 37 CFR 1.175 and MPEP § 1414) 
because of the following: The declaration fails to comply with 37 CFR 1 .63. The word 
"examination" in the "duty to disclose" statement is improper. In accordance with 37 
CFR 1 .63(b)(3) the word "patentability" should be used. In accordance with 37 CFR 

1 .175(b)(1), a supplemental reissue oath/declaration under 37 CFR 1 .175(b)(1) must be 
received before this reissue application can be allowed. 

4. Confusion arose due to the filing of duplicate claim sets in the amendment filed 
1 1/03/09. The examiner had treated the claim set in APPENDIX A as the amended 
claims due to the presence of the markings required by 37 CFR 1 .1 73. The listing of

claims beginning on page 5 of the 1 1/03/09 response had been entered into the 
electronic file as remarks and was treated as such since it failed to provide the markings 
required by 37 CFR 1.173.
